About 
15 years ago newspapers 
across the country started switching 
their method of printing from let­ 
terpress to offset. And during the past 
five to ten years the trend has in­ 
creased to the point where there are 
very tew letterpress newspapers left. 
'Phis is particularly true in the weekly 
field. 
One of the problems in making the 
switch has been what to do with all of 
the old equipment that you no longer 
need. Those who switched first sold a 
lot of theirs to people who were not 
ready to make the change. But later it 
got to the point where most of it was 
just junked. Some of it you had to pay 
somebody to haul it off 
Among the many items that were 
thrown away were old type cases that 
were no longer needed. Most weeklies 
that 
also operated a commercial 
printing shop, as w'e do here at the 
Herald, kept the better cases for the 
type used in job printing and junked 
out the rest. 
Now that most of these cases have 
been thrown away we find that there 
is a big demand for them in antique 
shops. 
Understand that 
they 
are 
selling for from $12 to $1.5 each. (And 
to think we threw away about 20 
during the past three or tour years). 
What really hurts is that we bought 
two new cases last year for about 
$14.OO and threw the old ones away. 
We first heard about this demand 
for type cases in 
Publisher Jim 
C o rn ish ’s 
colum n 
in 
The 
Post 
Dispatch. It seems that they cam e to 
work one morning and found one of 
their typecases missing and a few 
weeks later another disappeared At 
least who ever took the cases was 
neat They very carefully transferred 
all of the type out of the cases they 
took and put it in another case. 
Putting the “ a ’s ” in with the “ a 's -' 
and the “ b 's” iii with the “ b 's” —- and 
so on. 
Both the publisher and his help 
were mystified as to why anyone 
would steal a type case. Then one day 
a lady stopped in the Dispatch office 
on her way home to Houston and 
asked if they had “ any type cases for 
sale.” 
Needless to say they became m-
